British Rulers 
War on Children 
of Coal Miners 

Sabotage Soorce of Strike Relief 
—-Help Sorely Needed front 
AU Over the World 



London— The British coal strike ba« 
entered into the stark starvation 
phase. Following tbe passage of tbe 
looker workday law for the miners 
wbich greatly Increased their re- 
sistance the ruling class and their 
government has settled down to the 
grim task of starving the miners Into 
submtsskm to their- outrageous and 
Impossible terms. 

Tbts struggle has already taken on 
very cruel and Inhuman aspects. At- 
tempts are bfing made to sabotage 
tbe miners' relief funds and strike the 
source of subsistence of tbe miners, 
tbelr wives and their little children a 
deadly blow. 

This baa taken the shape of a care- 
fully planned cam pal* n wbich aims at 
creating the impression in tbe public 
mind that r--*l!-f fund* »r#» not neces- 
sary because there is no privation or 
hardship among the women and chil- 
dren of the mining townships. 

"The worst example of this cam- 
paign." says the I^bor Press Service 
of London, "in the long report pub- 
lished in the Ix>ndon Times giving the 
result of an inquiry' which the Na- 
tional Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children la stated to have 
made in the mining areas. 

"The Society's Inspectors in making 
Investigations were told to bear in 
mind that appeals made on behalf of 
the miners' relief organlxatlona con- 
veyed 'the impression that pe ople here 
are not doing what la necessary for 
children who are affected by the ex- 
isting state of affairs.* With this of- 
ficial hint to look for a particular sort 
of evidence which could be used to 
show that things wore not so bad aa 
they were said to be. it is not surpris- 
ing that the Inspectors' reports lay 
stress upon the way In which the wel-. 
fare of the children Is being looked 
after In the various mining centers. 
Reports testify to the fact that chil- 
dren are being fed. Some of them de- 
clare that children are getting more 
food today than th«»y were when thetr 
fathers were at work. They also 
testify to the tact that many organita- 
tlons are at work In helping the min- 
ers and their families, and they In- 
cidentally emphasize an appeal of 
the need for help which the Women's 
Committee for tho Relief of Miners' 
Wives and Children has recently made 
urgent appeals to remedy— namely 
that tho children want clothes and 
boots and cannot get them. The re- 
ports are printed In the Times under 
headlines which declare that all need* 
are fully met. a statement which is 
contradicted by the reports them- 
selves." 

The British coal strike has a par- 
ticular Interost for Socialists. It Is 
not only a light against impossible 
economic conditions caused by the 
breakdown of the Industry under cap- 
italism, but It Is a direct Industrial 
and political fight for the Socialisation 
of this groat basic Induttry In Eng- 
land. If tho miners can hold out 
long enough to force the arogaot Brlt- 
Inh ruling clans and government to 
reasonable terms. THE MINING IN- 
DUSTRY OF GREAT BRITAIN WILL 
BK SOCIALIZED OR PARTLT SO- 
CIALIZED. ANOTHER WEDGE WILL

Chinese Crush 
Dictators in 
2 Big Battles 



Dailies Suppress News of Event 
Except in Obscure Comment 
in Editorial 



Evidence has accumulated indicat- 
ing that the Kuomlntang and Kuo- 
mlnchung forces in China, strongly 
tinged with Socialism and closely 
allied with Soviet Russia, have won 
two tremendous victories over tbe 
armies of the militarists and their 
international capitalist backers and 
that the news has been carefully sup- 
pressed In one of the greatest coo- 
spiracles of silence in recent years. 

With great , blare of headlines 
tbe capitalist papers have been In- 
forming the world of the successive 
staxes of a great military enterprise 
in China— the uniting of the two 
deadly militarist enemies of democ- 
racy and Socialism In China. Chang 
tea Lin and Wu Pel Fu. for a final 
onslaught on the Kuomlntang and 
Kuomlnchung calculated to wipe out 
Socialism and communism in China 
forever. 

Tbe various stages of this carefully 
planned enterprise were gleefully re- 
counted day by day. Chang tso Lin. 
hacked by the Japanese government, 
and Wu Pie Fu. barked by the Brit I- 
ish government, were to attack with 
th*-ir powerfully armed and large 
armies the Peoples armies near 
IVking in North China and near Can- 
ton in South China. 

No news about this big and prom- 
ising adventure, from a capitalist 
viewpoint, was omitted up until on 
July It. when the following dispatch 
appeared: 

Peking. July 10.— (A. •».)— A 
general attack of the -allied'' 
fercea of Marshal Wu Pel-fu and 
Chanfc 7-o-lln en the Kuomln- 
chung. National army.hee been 
launched near here. Severe light- 
ing ia in progress and the sound 
of gunflre is audible In Peking. 
In vain the editor of the American 
Appeal searched the dally newspapers 
th nest day and the nett and the 
ntit following for news of the out- 
come of this battle, which might 
change the entire balance of pow».T in 
tbe class struggle throughout tbe 
world. 

Previously. th«« editor of the Ameri- 
can Appeal had not.'.l in the London 
Daily Herald, a Labor and Socialist 
paper, that Wu Pie Fu had been a«. 
sicned the Job. of attacking the Ku<»- 
mintang Cantonese armies. 

Finally, on July 14. the editor dis- 
covered for th* tlrst time an ob- 
scured and concealed allusion »o the 
fact that the two battles had been 
fought with di«a*terum results to the 
militarist* and capitalists. 

Not in a new* item, but tu« krd 
away In an i-ditorial In the CbicaKo 
Tribune was this tartly and obscure 
admission that the armies of democ- 
racy and Socialism In China had dealt 
imperialism a double blow that may 
well provo fatal. 

In the last paragraph of a rambling 
Tribune editorial under the title of 
"Soviet Intrigue In China" was the 
following statement: 

"But the latest news reports a 
defeat of Wu Pel Fu's forces by 
Cantonese troops and Chang tso 
Lin's by the Christian general's 
former army northwest of Pe- 
king. This may prelude another 
turn of the Chinese political 
kalledeecope and a restoration of 
the Russian party at Peking. The 
eet of currenta In China le delu- 
sive. ,, 

Significantly enough, the lengtuy 
part of the editorial before this final 
parage oh Is In the nature of a let- 
down. t . . 

Finally on July 18 comes this tardy 
news dispatch from tbe seat of war: 

Shanghai. July 17.— The most ae- 
rloua attempt by the Canton Kuomln- 
Un fl (communist) party to invade 
north China since the days of Sun 
Yat-aen now la progressing, according 
to reports from central and south 
China telling of the capture of Chang- 
sha. the capital of Hunan province, by 
southerners, snd the retreat of the 
northern forces to the town of Yochow 
on the Hupeh provincial border south 
ef Hankow. 

The Canton reports say Gen. Chiang 
Kal-chek, the so-called red militarist, 
had an army of 50.000 man advancing 
northward Into Hunan province with 
Hankow aa Its objective. Hankow Is 
Marshal Wu Peru's central China 
ease and source of wealth. He has

Municipal Socialism in Birmingham 
continues to pay. and at the same 
time Is helping to keep down the 
rates. 

Annual reports of Birmingham Cor- 
poration trading departments, pre- 
sented to the City Council show that 
the gas "department hud a surplus of 
4.S6.397 on last year's working. A.41.- 
2i»0 of which is to be contributed to 
the relief of the rates. The gas sold 

ring the year exceeded 11.3S9.000.- 
0«0 cubic feet, which beats all pre lous 
records by over 73O,0O<\000 feet. 

The electric supply department has 
also bad a most successful year. After 
providing for all capital charges (in- 
cluding £202.455 for redemption of 
debt) there remains a surplus of 
£184.011 on the year's working, as 
compared with last year's surplus of 
£»9.370. £153.011 of the surplus Is 
being put to the renewals account, and 
£31.000 to the relief of rates. 

The revenue of this department last 
year was £ l.:J2:t,831. an Increase of 
£141.209 over tho previous year. The 
Increased revenuo represents 16 per 
cent more business, hut. In spite of 
this increase, the working expenses 
show a decrease of £9.318. H has 
also been possible to reduce tbe aver- 
age price for all classes of supply 3V» 
per cent. 

The tramways departments will re- 
port a net revenue of £259.057, after 
paying working expenses and sinking 
fund charges. This Is an Increase of 
£975 over the previous year. £219.- 
057 Is being put to renewals and spe- 
cial expenditures account, and £40,- 
000 to the relief of rates. 

The total number of passengers car- 
ried was 286,929.588, an Increase of 
nearly 11.000,000 on any previous year. 

Birmingham also claims to have the 
largest Corporation allotment site in 
Kngland. The area under the control 
of the Allotments Committee com- 
, prises 1.200 acres, bringing In a rental 
ef £7.000 a year from 14.000 holders.

Chicago.— The baptism of WCFL. 
tbe Chicago Federation of Labor's 
broadcasting station, took place offi- 
cially ia a 2-hour period between 3 and 
3 a. m.. Sunday. July 11. The depart- 
ment of commerce, representatives 
found everything satisfactory mechan- 
ically and otherwise snd the station 
will probably begin broadcasting reg- 
ularly la the next week. 

Tbe test program was entirely musi- 
cal and went off In excellent order, 
being audible through about the same 
ranxe as the other Chicago stations 
and In equal volume. 

The ordinary range will be limited 
to a lone atx.ut halfway to New York 
so as not to Interfere with WKAF. the 
American Telephone 4 Telegraph sta- 
tion In New York, whose wave length 
of 45*1 .5 meters Chicago labor has ap 
propriated. The dally broadcasting 
period on 491 S meters by WCFL will 
be from noon to midnight, says Larry 
Lesh. tbe federation's radio engineer, 
who built tbe star loo. 

The building of the station and tbe 
procuring of a federal license came in 
spite of blustering and threats by the 
department of commerce that no wav? 
lengths would be available and that 
broadcasting without a license would 
be met by repressive measures. 

The staflon Is financed by Chicago 
unions affiliated with the federation 
and by 110.000 donated by the Amal- 
gamated Clothing Workers, aa unaf- 
filiated union. The enthusiasm of the 
unions was greatly stimulated when 
It became known that the Kanaas City 
Employers As to. and other bodies 
were trying to stir up opposition to 
labor's going on the air. The Kansas 
City attack was featured by The Fed- 
eration News. Chicago labor's organ, 
and resulted in far larger appropria- 
tions from tbe unions than bad been 
hoped for. 

Set y. Hoover's opposition also stiff- 
ened the resolution of labor to par- 
ticipate in the propaganda possibili- 
ties of radio, hitherto monopolized by 
the capitalist*. 

Th* cb.ince of front on the part of 
Hoover came after Attorney General 
S.trc«nt rendered an opinion that the 
iHT-artment of Commerce did not pos- 
.•»e..s any legal control over the radio

Threats to Force America 
to Guarantee Banking 
System Here

Washington.-- (F. P. ) — Veiled 
thrests that tbe super-banks of tbe 
country would lay the whip upon con- 
gress next winter to renew Indefi- 
nitely the charters of the 13 federal 
reserve banks, which still have 8 
years to run. were made in a speech 
at Asbevjlte. N. C. July 6. by Oscar 
Wells, president American Bankers' 
Association, to the Southern News- 
paper Publishers* Association. 

Lobbyists for the biggest banking 
groups in New York have urged, as 
Wells now urges, that chaos may re- 
sult la the financial and Industrial 
world unless the permanence of Ahese 
charters Is soon determined. While 
nobody would think of demanding 
that congress Insure, eight years be- 
fore a wage agreement expires, the 
continuance of the standard of living 
of the workers Involved, the bankers 
assume that the public will support 
the money demand for that sort of 
governmental guaranty. 

"The extension of these charters." 
Wells told the southern newspaper 
publishers, "Is a matter of grave con- 
cern not only to tbe banks hat to 
the commerclat and producing Inter- 
ests of tho country. 

"Business cbsos would ensne If 
there should artse In the public mind 
the probable necessity or adjusting 
trade and commerce to any new order 
of things not Including the continua- 
tion of the federal reserve bank." 

Wells took pains to explain to the 
publishers tbst the federal reserve 
banks are private, not governmental, 
concerns, in which the funds are prl- 
rate funds.

Interborough Sues Employe* for 
Striking — Will Institute 
r^gerprtntiag 

New York and tho vicinity has be- 
come the center of the struggle be- 
tween capital and labor in America. 
In this region nearly 6S.00'j workers 
are striking, or are locked ouL 

Tbe lO.^trO cleaners and dyers have 
been locked out by tbe employers' as- 
sociation to attempt enforcement of a 
20 per cent wage reduction. Adding 
to the 40.000 cloakmakers. 2,000 cape- 
makers. 800 subway strikers, and 15.- 
000 or more wool Lextile workers Ja. 
Passaic, N. J., the grand total is about 
(».0u0 workers fighting for the funda- 
mental rights of organization as much 
as anything else. 

The cleaners and dyers union bad de- 
clared a strike in non union shops. In- 
volving some 2.400 workers, when the 
employers' association blow fell— a di- 
rect challenge to unionism. The 
agreement ran to next February. The 
work is very hard, exhausting and 
dangerous to health because of the 
steam and poisonous dyeing and clean- 
ing materials. 

Tbe event tn this area of conflict 
that has roused the workers most re- 
cently la a suit instituted by tbe In- 
terborough Transit Company asking 
for an injunction and $LM!».000 dama- 
aiees against the former company 
union men who walked out. A success- 
ful suit of this kind Jeopardizing tbe 
funds of all unions and making them 
responsible for any losses employers 
might experience as the result of 
Mrike*. is what drove British Labor 
into the l^ibor Party in self defense. 

Tbe Interborough company has been 
savagely harsh and drastic since the 
company union men walked out. Not 
only has It declared all the men dis- 
charged, but it is taking steps to 
fingerprint employes in the future so 
that they can be effectively black- 
listed and prevented from again ob- 
taining employment should tbey do 
anything or think anything displeas- 
ing to the bosses. 



Washington financial experts say 
privately that harBh pressure is likely 
to bo exerted by President Coolidge 
next winter to hasten the renewal of 
these charters. Organized money;, 
through Benjamin Strong, governor of 
tlu. federal reserve bank in New 
York, Is Just on the threshold of a 
gigantic enterprise — the running of 
Europe. Strong Is on the French 
Riviera taking daily walks with Mon- 
tagu Norman of the Bank of England 
and discussing "saving" the French 
financial structure. William Phillips, 
American minister to Belgium, has 
joined them at Nice, according to a 
press report The Belgian franc Is 
following tbe downward slide of tho 
French franc, due to the economic 
relations between the two countries. 
Th* terms of tho receivership which 
Strong, advised by his British friend, 
may negotiate with bankrupt France 
will presumably apply also to Bel- 
glum. 

This prospective deal puts the fed- 
eral reserve system Into an Imperial- 
ist field of operations that calls for a 
long-term dictatorship of the Ameri- 
can money sources by Strong's group. 
Fight years, the advocates of money- 
empire believe. Is too brief a period 
of security for themselves at home. 
They want 20. or 30 years, or even 
better, the Indefinite charters which 
mean perpetual control — subject only 
to potltloal upheaval at home. 



The government -owned merchant 
marine, consisting of a vast number 
of ships built at great cost by the 
government during the war, is In lav 
mlnent peril of passing Into the hands 
of the shipping combine. The only 
bulwark between tbe American people 
and the extortionate power of the 
shipping trust is sbout to be remov- 
ed through the actions of President 
Coolidge. 

Orders have been Issued to adver- 
tise for sale, to private bidders all 
important lines still under public man- 
agement, says Labor. Washington, D. 
C, official organ of tbe railway 
unions. 

This Is In accord with President 
Coolidge's avowed determination to 
end public ownership on the ocean, 
and "get the government out of tho 
shipping business." 

The more desirable of the govern- 
ment boats are to go to the Interna- 
tional Mercantile Marine Co.. coo- 
trolled by the House of Morgan, hut 
maintaining the mo.st Intimate rela- 
tion with British shipping Interests. 

Under Foreign Control 

Official records show that the In- 
ternational has a contract with the 
British Board of Trade not to do any- 
thing—contrary to British shipping In- 
terests. About 90 per cent of tbe ton- 
nage owned by the International car- 
ries foreign flags. 

It will be seen, therefore, that there

Europe Will 
Imitate U. S. 
Labor Control 

To Try Employe Ownership and 
Other Bait to Litre Labor 
Away from Socialism

Copartnership between labor and 
capital on the American model Is 
appealing to capitalist leaders in Eng- 
land as an escape from socialism. 
Using the term to include everything 
from employe stockownership and 
company unionism to labor banks and 
B. k. O. cooperation, they see it elimi- 
nating strikes and other obstacles to 
high speed production. 

"In the supreme- business of bring- 
ing capital and labor Into practical 
partnership." says Editor Garvia la 
The Observer (London). "America la 
acting while Europe (s theorizing. 
There Is no possibility of a solution 
In Europe except on the same basts. 

"Employers may be certain that 
without a systematic development Of 
high wages and partnership on this 
side of the Atlantic, unwillingness, 
unrest, chronic hostility and recurrent 
strikes must continue to Injure tho 
interests of capital. Higher output 
for higher wages, an Increasing part- 
nership between capital and labor In 
counsel and profits— either we shall 
pursue these purposes with all our 
strength or the whole community will 
continue to pay the ruinous prices of 
our antagonism." 

This echoes the declaration of 
President Wiley of the British Federa- 
tion of Industries that the workers 
could no longer be expected to acqui- 
esce "In the wisdom of management 
In which they have neither executive 
ahare nor confidence that thetr par- 
ticipation In prosperity Is equitable." 

Mathew Woll. in the Photo-Engrav- 
ers' Journal, enlarges on this belief 
that such copartnership marks the 
road away from socialism. Express- 
ing tbe A. F. of L. philosophy, be 
sees It as a trend toward a new kind 
of government that will place the 
modern Industrial colossus under the 
rule of the people. He says: 
"""Organized labor of America be- 
lieves that this philosophy will cast 
aside forever the chimera of commun- 
ism, socialism and the burdensome- 
nees of state regulation. 
"*"lf tho pholosophy of democracy 
does not work then there remains 
either a political domination of In- 
dustry that can mean only repressed 
snd painful industrial life, or a new 
autocracy of tightly merged groups 
ruling, exploiting and eventually ruin- 
ing through sheer absorption of the 
life stuff of the people." 

Whether tbe results of this philoso- 
phy of Industrial development appear 
to tho average worker tangible or not. 
It will probably loom large tn tho 
Anglo-Saxoa world of Industry.

About Capitalism

My dear Mr. — - 

You still don't get me. I have no 
quarrel with executives. They are 
useful and necessary, and I will cheer- 
fully grant that you are a very good 
on*. I am not quarreling with you as 
an executive. bu k as defender of a sys- 
tem of ownership. 

You say. -"I agree with ^ou that 
heredity Is not a proper test of quail- 
n. at ion for power." But ;»y d»-ar man. 
that is all we are arguing *f>ovit If 
that Is what you believe, what busi- 
ness have you defending a system 
which has no other "test of qua II Ilea 
tion for power"* 

All your stockholders will pass on 
their shores to heirs, and- these will 
be persons who. so far as the com- 
pany is concerned, are tot. illy idle 
puruHite*. They will have done noth- 
ing to build up the company and they 
W'-rrt have to do anything bit sign 
their dividend checks, and ta»-y will 
have the power to elect the execu- 
tives, and thu> determine the fate of 
the employes. 

That is what I mean by feudalism, 
and It is In the Industrial world ex- 
actly .ind completely identical with 
the politlc.il feudalism of several cen- 
turies ago And because It Is a sys- 
tem, unjust and repressive of human 
rights, it generates hatred and all 
those offensive qualities, which you 
find in your anarchist opponents. 

'You think these qualities are at- 
tributes of htiman nature, but I know 
that they are due to this evil system.

Now be baa a working 
majority, beaded by Chairman O'Coo 
nor. but there la also a vigorous 
minority, made up of Admiral Benson, 
the famous old sea dog who directed 
the operations of the American Navy 
durinc the war. and Vlce-Cbalrman 
Plumraer. 

Apparently the CoolMge policy la to 
continue government operation on the 
lines which are losing money, but to 
sell the ships on thoae line* which 
show a comfortable profit. 

An Illustration of this policy waa 
given on April € of thia year, when 
the board sold to the Robert Dollar Co. 
Ave vessels, known as the "President 
ships." 

These ships were plylag between 
our northern Tactile porta and Asia— 
Japan. China and the Philippine*— 
and the line, nnder public manage- 
ment, was making 3«> round trip* per 
year. 

The boats had cost the government 
an average of $6.3*7.0^)0 each, and in 
their 14 voyages Just prior to the day 
of sale had earned a net operating 
profit of $294,434. 

Placed on Bargain Counter 

The Dollar Company waa known to 
be closely affiliated with foreign ship- 
ping Interests. Nevertheless. It was 
permitted to purchase the Ave ship* 
for $4,500,000, or less than one of the 
ships had coat the government. 



Only 2<i per c<»nt of the purchase 
price was paid in cash, and the Dollar 
people were given the privilege of cut- 
ting the service of 17 round trip* per 
yoar. and of diverting some ot the 
vessels to other trad<>. Even then, no 
bond was* required for the perform- 
ance ot the contract. 

A great protest went np from the 
northern Paciflc port*). Captain Crow- 
ley, as president of the Emergoocy 
Fleet Corporation, made a strong ar- 
gument against tbe consummation of 
the sale. He pointed oat that the 
ships were In no sense a burden to 
the government, but were more than 
paying their way. 

The discussion reached the floors of 
Congress. 

Ready to Make Profit 

Another circumstance worth noting 
Is that the ships are now offered for 
sale just when they might be ex- 
pected to begin making money. All 
shipping ha* had a hard time for 
some years back. ' tJncle Sam la not 
the only one who ha* loet money In 
the business. The International Mer- 
cantile Marine Co. has had deficits of 
more than $5,000,900 in the last two 
year*. 

But the tide la turning. Canada's 
publicly . owned fleet ha* made - an 
operating profit this year. The Ship- 
ping Board said recently that tb» 
Leviathan would soon be on a pay- 
ing basis.

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France 

The fascists of France recently held 
a meeting in which sentiments in fa- 
vor of a revolution were expressed by 
many delegates. Leaders described 
their movement a* a "revolt of th* 
nation against the parliamentary 
state." 

Observers noted that the gathering 
could be gathered roughly into group*, 
all of them fearful of the growing 
power of labor —middle class war vet- 
erans, industrialists and big employ- 
ers, and representatives of tbe "upper 
classes" of the small towns and vil 
lages. 

Jews. Christians, and Mohamedans 
were among the 700 delegates, and 
12.e0«) unofficial spectators who 
flocked to Rhelms. Delegates were 
even sent from the French controlled 
provtneos of Northern Africa. Most 
of the delegates wore blue shirts, the 
official dress of French fascism. 

Jacques Arthuis. vice-president ot 
the organisation, declared la a violent 
speech that fascism would aend it* 
enemies to the scaffold. Other speak 
ers called tor a national revolution to 
oall the fascists to power. 



Canada 

The dissolution ot tho Canadian par- 
liament ha* confronted the Labor 
Party of Canada with a campaign aad 
election this year. The Laborites. 
with platforms and principles much 
like the British Labor Party, have &5 
members In the various provincial leg- 
islatures- and three members In th-} 
last federal parliament. A strong ef- 
fort will be made to increase tbe rep- 
resentation in the federal parliament 
with good prospects of success.

New York— That Soviet Russia Is 
(rowing la economic strength Is 
proved by the report recently pub- 
lished by tha Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion on the economic conditions of 
that country- 8a*el Zlmand, author of 
the report, has summarized his re- 
port for Tha New York Times. 

Nine years arter Lenta and hla 
Bolshevist followers wrenched con- 
trot of the Russian revolution from 
the unsteady bands of Kerensky. 
Mr. Zlmand begins, certain facts 
stand oat: Tha Soviets are firmly 
entrenched In power, and , although 
the. present industrial system In Rus- 
sia is far from the pure communism 
of tho eager revolutionists. It stands 
today as the most extensive example 
of governmental economic eutorpflsa 
the world has ever seen. 

Industrial Russia la la a hum a of 
flax. Faced by the complete collapse 



of Industry and agriculture following 
war, revolution and the 'cordon aan- 
Itaire" by which the allies Isolatod 
Russia from economic contact with 
the rest of tba world, the Soviet au- 
thorities, were forced to temper their 
theories to the winds of economic ne- 
cessity. "Workers' control" cava 
wax to stricter discipline; complete 
state ownership waa widely diluted 
with private enterprise; the opposi- 
tion to bourgeois experts waa lifted. 

But tha frsraework of the Industrial 
structure of Russia, as well as most 
of Its facade, is nUII built according' to 
Communist design. 

What the State Owns 

Owned by tha national government 
and operated by it through subsidiary 
state organisations ara tha merchant 
marina — what there la of It; tha rail- 
roads, tha telegraph, tha telephone 
and tha radio, tha leading banks, ail 
the basic manufacturing Industrie*— 
iron and ateel, machinery, textiles, 
practically alt of tha oil business, 
moat of tha mining operation*— -coal, 
iron, ore, gold and silver, etc.; prac- 



tically alt of tha foreign trade and a 
large part of the retail and wholesale 
domestic trade. Electric light and 
power planta ara government owned, 
as wall aa tha etreet car lines, al- 
though ownership and control hare 
are often in municipal hands. Where 
concessions have been granted, as in 
gold mining and lumbering, owner- 
ship roaidea in the state and tha 
privilege of operation is granted for 
a limited period. Land ownership la 
also in tho state, although leased to 
prlvste occupants. 

Strictly private ownership la con- 
fined, for tha most part, to retail 
starekeeping and wholesaling, al- 
though of recent year* so-called 
"home Industries" — private manufac- 
turing shops employing from 15 to 20 
workers— hsve markedly Increased. 
Farming Is almost entirely in private 
hsnds, although the land itaelf belongs 
to the state. 

Soviet concessions to the principle 
of private ownership have been 
widely featured. But measured in 
terms of economic Importance, and 
area of operation, private ownership 



haa yet aarlously to invade tha basic 
industries, public utilltlea and trene- 
portation. While the management 
methods of private business have 
largely displsced the informalities of 
"workers' control,'* posse salon ia atill 
Jealously quardtd by tha state. 

Private vs. State Trading 

In retail snd- wholesale trade, where 
private ownership haa made the deep- 
est inroads, a careful sifting of the 
mass of data, ground out by sta- 
tistical mills in Russia and else- 
where, show that while private trad- 
ing has forged ahesd, state owned trad- 
ing has made even grester strides. 
The turnover of private capital in 
trade increased almost 100 per cent 
In the three years 1922 23, but that 
of state-owned and co-operative 'trad- 
ing want up 400 per cent. 

Hard facto forced Lenin to aban- 
don uncompromising communism 
early in If 21, when the famous 
•'nt-p" — new * economic policy — waa 
adopted. Tha growth of private trad- 
ing dates from then. 



Tba mainspring la tha revival In 
trade, both private and _ state-man- 
aged, haa been tba recovery of agri- 
culture. 

A steady increase is reported In tha 
production of agricultural staples 
used In Industry. The flaxseed out- 
pat. In 1925 waa 3 per cent above the 
pre-war figure. Hemp seed and fibre 
came to the front fast tn 192S, with 
Increases of CO and 54 per cent, re- 
spectively, over the 1909-1913 figures. 

The most remarkable crop Increase 
since the Inauguration of the "nep M 
has been that of beet sugar, which 
rose from 55.000 tons In 1921 to over 
1.000.000 tons In 1925. At this rafe 
the i .*e war • figure of 1.500.000 tons 
will soon be attained. 
„' Domestic animals, which were 
slaughtered or perished by the mil- 
lion from lack of fodder In the 
famine years, have Increased strik- 
ingly and are a good Index of 'the 
peasants' relative prosperity. 

Substantial galas made in Russian 
Industrial life are also shown by the 
output of coal, the 1924 production of 



which was almost twice thit of 1921- 
by the petroleum output which was 
•3 per cent of tha pre-war figure and 
by the production of pig iron which 
waa double that of 1923. 

Tha gross output of the Indiv.dual 
worker la higher in the state plants 
than in ths private establishments. 
This la natural, because the govern- 
ment factories represent the largtr 
industries, while the private pLmu 
ara generally small, few of th«' m u. 
ing even of medium size. 

Obligations Lived Up To 

The experience of American rnana 
facturers and merchants iu tracing 
with Soviet Russia has thus fnr i,r?* n 
satisfactory, according to th*;tr own 
testimony. Terms of payment hav« 
varied. ,;but certain credits bav* un- 
der specific conditions been e«t< nded. 
From many tetter* on file in th« ir of- 
flees It can be stated that the ob!!ga- 
tions undertaken by the Soviet truthnc 
agencies have thus far been strictly 
lived np to. 

During the last 12 months our ex. 
port trade to Russia has doubled.

S-51. and tha 
todies It contained, one of the most 
raaaarkabte naval disasters tn history 
ta recorded on land at th* Like Den- 
atark naval munitions depot, four 
spiles from Dover. N. J. 

Here waa located tba largest store 
as* explosivee ia the country, perhaps 
la tha wortd-x-tott* and tons of TNT. 
charged shells and high service pow- 
dar. Theee were exploded with ter- 
rtte detonations that broke windows 
thirty five miles away »« r « n ** rd 
at much longer distances. Marines, 
eailors and civilians quartered in tha 
vicinity were killed and wounded. Tha 
total number of different storage mag- 
azines Is placed at no less than 200, 
ail of which ara said to have blown 
•p. A mile or so away was the 
Ptcatlnay army arsenal with hundreds 
af thousands of pounds of the same 
dsusgeroas contents, and here tre- 
mendous explosions are said also to 
have been caused by th* shock.

Ia our opinion tha outrage and crime 
consists not merely in storing high 
explosives In thickly populated con- 
tore, aa Senator Edge says, but it Is * 
national crime ajtalnst civilisation 
and mankind for any Government to 
aacrtfice the people s money on war 
material such as waa stored np ax the 
Lake Denmark depol 

Erery bit of those high explosives 
and other war material stored at the 
depot waa made and stored for the 
purpose of human .slaughter. Over 
100 OOO.OOO dollars' worth of the most 
•dentine means of warfare were 
blown np by one little spark of 
lightning! 

Any other spark might have caused 
tha same disastrous results. It ia 
claimed lightning eadsed the explo- 
aton. Doea this abeolvo the nation 
and its Government from the re- 
aponalbility? Not in the least 
Wonder whether the Almighty. Na- 



ture, or Nature'a God Intended giving 
a practical demonstration of disarms 
ment? 

We cannot answer. Rut we are 
frank to say this: If tomorrow one 
little spark of lightning would destroy 
every ammunition depot in the world 
every arms and ammunition factory 
In the world, every warship In the 
world—if one tittle spark of lightning 
could or would da that without sac- 
rificing any human Uvea, we say it 
would be a blessing for mankind and a 
great step toward a higher civilisation 

Some l"0 per center may think this 
is treason. It is not. It la common 
sense. It Is right and justice, because- 
mankind would profit by the wiping 
out of the entire war business and do 
away with all war preparedness; 

Here we are talking disarmament, 
advising other nation* to follow our 
advice and disarm. At the same time, 
through this latest catastrophe tn New 
Jersey, we let the world know that 
we are first In warprepar»'dness and 
that our talk about peace and dis 
armament Is hypocrisy and deception. 

It cost Uncle Sara over $100.0<»«>,000 
to give the people of New Jersey a 
real "No Man's Land" and we. the 
roots called American citizens.

Tho alleged decrease in the army 
and navy departments do not Include 
tho new air program which commits 
tha government to the expenditure of 
(2SO.00O.000 for war planes for the 
army, and navy to the snd of making, 
tha United States supreme in the air 
over other nations and " undoubtedly 
over the working class of America. 

Aa a matter of fact military ex- 
penditures and payments for war. 
past; present and future atill consti- 
tute more than 85 per cent of all ex- 
penditures. Tha total paid on the re- 
tirement of wsr debts was $847,000,- 
000; tho total paid on interest on war 
debts was $831,937,700. This was our 
pleasant little annual bill of $1,698,- 
997.700 for past wars. 

"Tax rofunds show?d a considerable 
Increase, amounting to $1X2.220,053, as 
compared with $147,777,030 the year 
before. The amount paid from the 
treasury to make up the deficit tn 
postal receipts alno showed an in- 
crease, amounting to $39,506,490, as 
compared with $23,216.78}.

Sydney— (FP). —In each Australian 
state tbe trade unionists are affiliated 
with trades and labor councils and are 
represented by delegates. The rev 
enue of the councils is raised by a per 
capita tax. The labor councils com 
prise all the union a. with very few 
exceptions. The councils in turn are 
members of the national federation 
of trades and labor councils, represen 
tatlve of all the councils in Australia 
and meeting yearly. 

The local councils meet every week 
and deal with business sent up from 
the unions. While the unions havo 
local autonomy over domestic affairs, 
the councils control questions Involv- 
ing lockouts, etc. Each council has a 
grievance committee. 

For better organizing the workers, 
handling disputes, etc.. tbe labor coun- 
cils use the group system. Each 
group of allied unions haa its own 
grievance committee, which reports to 
tbe general grievance committee of 
the council. 

Side by side with the industrial is 
the political organization. All unions 
affiliated with the trades and labor 
councils are also affiliated with the 
Australian Labor Party, which deals 
exclusively with the political side of 
worker interests. The untons affiliated 
with tho A. L. P. send delegates to 
the annual conferences— paying per 
capita political assessments. They 
have thus a complete unity of organi- 
zation, which Is continuous from year 
to year.

-When Mussolini's black shirts 
came Into action toward tbe end of 
1920 • • • the Socialist power 
exercised through the trade unions, 
tho cooperative societies and the 
town administrations, was still for- 
midable, and it was this which Musso- 
lini set out to destroy. Giolitti could 
hot do it through the legal means at 
his command. Mussolini, with his 
young blacksblrted followers, aching 
for a tight, perhaps could do it extra- 
legally. 

"What deal was arrived at between 
Mussolini and Giolitti is not recorded; 
neither ia it known how the negotia- 
tions were conducted. But suddenly 
the blackshlrt battalions appeared on 
the scene well armed with rifles and 
machine guns, with abundant ammu- 
nition and with motor trucks to carry 
them on their punitive expeditions. 
Money was obtained by voluntary 
contributions from the big landowners 
and Industrialists, aa well aa from pa- 
triotic Individuals. 

"Lik* a v good general. Mussolini 
took no chances. Ho saw to it that 
hla troops were better armed than 
their adversaries. Many of his puni- 
tive expeditions were followed by 
detachments of the national police or 
of tho army. If the lighting went 
against the socialists, well and good. 
If tho blackahirta were defeated, the 
socialists w»re arrested for disturb- 
ing the peace. Despite some reverses. 
Mussolini acquired a reputation for 
victory. .Presently he had a volun- 
tary militia and strike-breaking or- 
ganization on an almost nation-wide 
scale. 

•Then one day the government 
learned that the fascist! were about 
to march, on Rome, fully armed, to 
Ye pi ace the ministry with a govern- 
ment.' What must havo been the sur- 
prise of Giolitti and hla friends to 
see the arms which they had loaned 
turned against them!

Arm* Alone Maintain 
Fascism 

"It is often argued that Mussolini's 
ruthless and often bloody methods 
(ten thousand Italians are eai<l to 
have been killed by the faxewti ia 
their civil war and tens of thousands 
hare been virtually exiled) have en- 
gendered such de^p and wM.--pr«;i(i 
hatred that If he should disapp-ur tbe 
masses would 'rise up' and overthrow 
the fascist regime. 

"But supposing they 'rose up/ tiey 
could do little more. For th- fast.;sti 
have all the guns. There, are 2v».w« 
excitable young men ea<er to nboot 
on tha word of command, with ib« 
regular army of a quarter of a tai> 
lion in reserve. A popular anti- 
fascist upristcg, would simply be a 
massacre. No such popular move- 
ment could overthrow fascism, no 
matter how dead Mussolini m. s 'bt be. 

"No uprising could succeed usV-ji 
It were armed. There are. then, only 
two possibilities: A revolt by the 
army or a split ta the fascist forces. 

"The army (that is to say. the oS- 
cer class), after a long period of <H3- 
dence, appears to have been won ot* 
to the fascist regime. The oflofrs 
have received numerous adraaugtf, 
moral and material, from Mus<o!:cl. 
There can be no question of a <po> 
taneous revolt in the even of M^-o 
linl's death. The army we'uid hardly 
enter Into the political s' tu.it ica uo- 
iess a struggle- althin t'»e party left 
fascism helpless or a ditastrous vur 
left It discredited."
